Because, as in the con- 
text, all believers shall stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ and every 
one of ais shall give account of him- 
self to God. We are so peculiar that 
it is generally easier to see the mote 
in another’s eye than the beam that, 
is in our own eye, whereas if we our- 
selves were right with God we would 
have only love for all others, and, be- 


ing very conscious of our own infirm-| cor 


ities, we would have only prayerful 
compassion for those of others. Christ 
for us in our stead on the cross ob- 
eternal redemption;

Christ in us bv His Spirit we are more 
often stumbling blocks than samples 
of what the life of Christ really is.

To one sinner He said, “‘Neither do I 
condemn thee; go and sin no more.” 
To another, “Thy sins are forgiven’ 
(Tohn iii, 17; viii, 11; Luke vii. 48). 
He did condemn the self righteous, 
fault finding, hypocritical Pharasees, 
but He never had even a seemingly 
harsh word for the penitent sinners or 
for. any truly desirous to he His dis- 
zinles. Such love as His is heavenly;

The Spirit through Peter snerks of 
those who knew the way of righteous- 
ness, but did rn* -alk therein, though 
nrofessing to @o so, as dogs and swine 
(If Pet. iii, 21, 22). See also Prov. 
XxXvi, 11, 12. If ohe cannot speak even 
to many among the redeemed of the 
deep things of God (see I Cor. iii, 1, 2; 
Heb. *, 12. 13). how much less should 
we think of talking sniritual things to 
ratvral people to whom they are only 
foolishness. Such are snoken of finally 
os boing “‘withort ” having ro right to 
the tree of life (Rev. xxii, 14. 15), but 
if those who are ‘in Christ’? would 
walk honest'y tower’ them that are 
withort. without Christ and without 
God (T Thess, iv, 19+.Enh, ii, 12), who 
can tell how many who are now ‘‘with- 
out” might become “within”? by His 
grace. : 

This hfe which will commend Christ 
ty others can only be by the Spirit of 
God, by a wisdom which is not of this 
world, but in verse 11, along with 
Tule xi, 13. we learn that God 1s more 
willing to give: us His Spirit, the full- 
ness of His Snirit, than parents are to 
give good things to their children. In 
Tas. i, 5, 6, we learn that this wisdom 
is to be had fér the asking, but it must 
be an asking in faith and, according 
to Jas. iv. 3, with nothing of self seek- } 
ing, but wholly for the glory of God, 
that the life of 7esus may be made 
manifest. The asking, seeking, knock- 
ing. with that end in view will surely 
find an abundant response. W2 must 
remember that asking 9 as to receive 
means that we are abiding, keeping 
His commandmerts and doing the 
thives that ere vleasing in His sight 
(Tohn xv, 7; I John iii 92). The seek- 
ing thet feds is exnlained in Jer, 
xxix. 13, ‘Ye shall seek Me with all 
vour heart?” As to knocking, consider 
Rev. iii, 20, and Luke xii, 36, and 
tremble at the nossibility of our keep- 
ing Him knocking at our door when 
He so lones to take full nossession of 
vs and lavish upon us the wealth of 
His love. Too many are like the elder 
brother. unhanny and blaming the 
father for it, when all the time the 
fother is savirg, ‘All that I have is 
thine;’”’ “All things are yours.” 

In reference to the last verse (12), 
which is also the golden text, not that 
it is, like all the rest, a message for 
believers or those who profess to be 
such that they may prove the reality 
of their faith. For unsaved people to 
take this verse and call it their re- 
ligion is simply a gaing about to es- 
tablish their own righteousness with- 
out submitting themselves te the 
righteousness of God (Rom. x, 3). We 
must be righteous before we can do 
righteously, bet, having believed the 
love of God to us and received th 
Tord Jesus Christ as our Saviour, then 
it becomes us to manifest Christ by 
lovirig ovr neithbor as ourselves (Lev. 
xix, 18; Gal. vi, 14). No condemnation 
in Christ is the blood bought standing 
of every believer, but it is in order 
that the righteousness of the law may 
be fulfilled in us.

Whyte, second vice- 
president of the C. P. &. at Winnipeg, 
ior the coming seuson’s construction 
programme in the west. © 

‘418 is pretty extensive and includes 
some 621 miles, diviaed between Sus- 
kKavchewan, Alberta, British Columbia 
uid Manitoba. . 

Mucn of this work is in the nature 
of colonization lines to open up new 
territory and connetting l.nes betweeu 
aireaay existing lines. 


The programme. as stated by Mr, 
Whyte, includes some 34. miles in 
Saussatchewan, 45 miles in  Aiberta, 


174 miles in British Columbia, and 50 
iniles in Manitoba, the latter bei 
double tracking. Mr. Whyte sta’ 
tiat while the broad outlines had been 
decided upon, the details had not yet 
been settled, and that he would re- 
inain in Montreal several days yet, go- 
ing over the work with the president 
aud other officials. 

The programme also includes’ the 
construction of a briuge over the Nortu 
Saskutchewan river at Outlook, which 
wall be a very large structure and will 
probably not be completed during the 
year, although energetic work will be 
carried on in every direction. 

Following are the details of the work 


as. given out by Mr. Whyte: Com- 
plete the line from Regina by a 15 
mile cut off from Craven to Bulyea,

PLAN FOR WATERWAYS 


SCHEME TO CONNECT WINNIPEG! 


AND ROCKIES BY WATER 


Senator Davies Creating Interest in 
the Proposal to Build an Immense 
Waterway System Across the Three 
Prairie Provinces—Development of 
Such a System Would Prove Great 
Regulator of Freight Rates. 


Ottawa.—Senator Davis asked for 
surveys and reports on the proposals 
to improve the navigation of the Sas- 
katchewuan river to facilitate freight 
and pussenger transportation from the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains to Winni- 
peg. He stated that little had ‘been 
heard of the development of the water 
routes in the west: because the popu- 
lation had been sparse, but the coun- 
try was, settling up and the question 
would have to be taken up. Much 
money had been spent in the water 
route of the west. 

With a little improvement a water- 
way’ could be opened from Edmonton 
to Winnipeg by way of the North 
Saskatchewan and Saskatchewan riv- 
ers, and Lake Winnipeg, and, by the 
South Saskatchewan between Medi- 
cine Hat and Winnipeg. By the Norta 
Saskatchewan Edmonton will be about 
550 miles to the forks and from Medi- 
cine Hat to the forks by the. South 
Saskatchewan was 370 miles. From 
the forks the main Saskatchewan river 
to Grand Rapids, was about 355 miles. 
At Grand Rapids there was a splendit 
fall of 71 feet. There were lonz wat r 
stretches which would require but 1 t- 
tle oe 2 | in the way of sand bar 
removal and straightening of chan- 
nels to provide first-rate navi ration. 

Transportation over the whole sys- 
tem could be accomplishei with little 
expense and trouble. There , would 
have to be some cutting to bring Lake 
Manitoba, Winnipegosis and Lake 
Winnipeg into the system to provide 
water connection from Edmonton, 
Medicine Hat and Winnipeg. A short 
ednal would give a water connection 
to Portage la Prairie. A canal woud 
bring Lake Winripegosis in-and give 
water access to the whole country of 
provinces.

THE CATTLE INDUSTRY 


SHIPMENTS FOR 1909 EXCEED ALL 
FORMER YEARS~ 


The Passing of the Large Ranches 
Does not Appear to Effect the Cattle 
Trade in this Province—Mixed 
Farming and Stock Raising is Now 
Firmly Established, and the Cattle 
Industry is on More Stable Lines. 

_ Calgary.—The high-water mark of 

cattle shipments from Alberta was 

reached in 1906, according to a ©. P. 

R. statement. The breaking up of 

large ranches into smaller areas devot- 

ea to mixed farming wus confidently 
predicted to be the death knell of the 
cattle trade in this province. ‘This 


“| prediction has not only not material- 


ized but the cause specified is shown 
lo have quite the contrary effect. The 
figures for 1909 have not only reached 
but have passed the record of the fat 
year. It inay be that large numbers 
of breeaing stock were sent out conse- 
quent on restriction of ranges in the 
south and east, but on the other hand 
hundreds of smail farmers have each 
contributed a few matured animals, 
aggregating a total apparently suffici- 
| eut to counteract the effect of the dis- 
persion of the large herds. 

Mixed farming und stock feeding is 
now firmly established, and is spread- 
ing so rapidly that a year or two 
should see the cattle industry.on more 
stable and ecenou.ic lines than was 
possible under the old order of things. 

The heaviest increase in output is 
where the rancher has been displaced 
for the longest period and the districts 
become more thickly settled. 

The output hes been distributed 
over a greater part of the year than 
formerly—the natural result of multi- 
plied ownership and increase in feed- 
ing camps now existing over former 
range country. ; 

In the territory north and north-east 
of Calgary served by the Calgary and 
Edmonton line and-the Wetaskiwin 
and Lacombe brenches, the figures for 
1908 show an increase over 1907 of 65 
per cent. on cattle, sheep and hogs re- 
spectively. 

This portion of Alberta has the larg- 
est number of small farms and 
ranches, it is therefore conclusive 
peo that the stock industry is not 

eing destroyed by settlement. 

} Another satisfactory feature is that 
the returns to the producer have been 
highly satisfactory and the amount 
of money distributed over this cattle- 
produciog area hes strengethened the 
determination of the small rancher to 
remain in the business. 

Shipments cf horses show a satisfac- 
tory increases of prices slightly in ad- 
vance of 1908 and foreign inquiries 
backing the local demand should tend 
to a still further rise in values of 
first-class animals. 

While shipments of hogs were con- 
siderably in excess of 1908, the aaapy 
has not nearly reached the demand, 
notwithstanding higher prices and 
more steady markets than have pre- 
vailed for years. However, the fact 
that shipments ere now being made 
from districts where hitherto there 
have been none, is proof of the exten- 
sion of mixed farming over new areas. 


The South Pole Has Been Discovered 


Buenos Ayres.—Confidence is strong 
among many here that the South Pole 
has been discovered. The belief is 
j {lat it has been found by Dr. J. M. 
Charcot, of Paris. Dr. Charcot set 
sail from Punta Arenas four months 
ago in the Pourquoi Pas, which had 
been fitted out in France {or Antarctic 
exploration. The captain of the steam- 
er Sud, which arrived at Punta 
Arenas recently, reported that he had 
spoken the Pourquoi Pas, anchored at 

ort Gallant in the Straits of Magel- 
lan. Dr, Charcot exchanged greetings 
with him, but refused all his requests 
for information as to the results of the 
expedition. People at Punta Arenas 
are now expecting to see the Antarctic 
steamer bidck at their-port at any time. 
What has set up the strong belief here 
that the Brenoh explorer has discov- 
‘ered the South Pole is that Dr, Char- 
|cot is returning much earlier than he 
had intended. He was fitted out for 
an expedition of two years’ duration. 
When he left Punta Arenas he said he 
was determined to devote at least two 
years to his task. ‘
